THE M M D I S T S . 


The Qnestion of Admitting Women as 
Lay Delegates Occapleg the At- 
tention of the Conference. 


NKW TOBK, May 7.—Bishop Ninde 
presided at to-day's session of the gen- 
eral conference. It was resolved to sus- 
pend the rules to continue the debate on 
the admission of women as lay delegates. 
Forty one delegates at once claimed the 
floor. 


Rev. H. H. Moore, of the Erie con- 
ference was recognized. 
He spoke in 
favor of admitting women. 


Rev. J. F. Edwards, of the Detroit 
conference, and editor of the North- 
leeatern Advocate^ opposed their ad- 
misBion at the present time, and favored 
the submission of the question to a vote 
of the church. 


Judge 8. N. Taylpr, lay delegate from 
St. Louis, said it would do much harn\ 
to admit women at the present time. 
There were bishops to be elected and 
other important matters to be voted on 
and if women were admitted and allowed 
to vote, and it should be sustained, and 
decided that women were not entitled 
to seats, the act of the present general 
conference would be illegal and uncon- 
stitutional. 


He quoted the law to sustain his 
point. 
He is in favor of the admission 
of women, he said, but he wanted the 
question submitted to the vote of the 
church and to have their seats given 
them on 1< gal grounds. 
Rev. Dr. J. H. 
Bayless, of the Cincinnati conference, 
srgued that if the general conference 
had power to construe the constitution 
in regard to the admission of local 
preachers, it had a right to construe the 
law in regard to the 
eligibility of 
women. 


The debate was closed about 1 o'clock 
and a vote taken on the adoption of Rev. 
David H. Moorij's substitute for the re- 
port of the committee. 
It proposed that 
the women elected as lay delegates to 
the present general conference be seated 
and the question of their eligibility to 
the futn]'e general conferences be de- 
termined by a vote of the churches and 
the annual conferences. This substitute 
was lobt. 


Then a vote was taken upon the 
amendment to the report offered by 
Rev. Dr. Nesley, of Philadelphia. This 
ameadment excludes women from seats 
in the present conference, and submits 
the question of eligibility to the future 
general conference. It was adopted by 
a vote of 249 yeas to 173 ntys.

At a mass meeting of If ale men held in 
the city a few days ago strong resolutions 
against the removal were adopted and 
a petition prepared, which is now being 
actively cirouUted in tbie city, and the 
men in charge hope to forward it to the 
corporation of Yale In a lew days with 
the name of every Yale man in New York 
rtttached. 
It is the desire of the com- 
mittee that Yale men everywhere aid 
them in their efforts to save the old 
fence.

WASHnfOTON, May 7.—At a meeting of 
the senate committee on judiciary to- 
day no action was taken on the nomina- 
tion of Melville W. Fuller to be chief 
justice, except a formal reference to the 
Hub- committees.

THE SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


A New Enumeration to be Taken for 
the Purpose of Yerlflcatlon. 


Highway Posl-il L (comotiyes. 


In the South of Franc:- the (Tovern- 
ment postal service is supplemented 
bv the ' wagon post" of jJrivate con- 
tractors, who emiiloy many hundred 
horses in conveyiiig small jjarctiis from 
town to town, oven along the railway 
lines. 
This bu-^illess has become so ox 
tensive that several road locomotives 
have been ordered for it, and are prov- 
ing very satisfactory. 
Two of these 
machines are running between towns 
seventy miles ap u't, each making the 
trip one way nii^htlv at a sj^eed oi eight 
miles an hour. 
l'art of the road is 
very hilly, with lonp; gradients up to aa 
much as one in eleven. 
The locomo- 
tive, with coal and water, weighs iif- 
te='n tons, and the loa-led wagon from 
seven to ten tons, making the average 
weight of the rain twenty-three tons. 
At 175 pounds ])re>snre the engines 
give about twelve horse ])Ower, and 
with fair roads use ahout half a ton of 
fuel for the round trip of 140 miles. 
These engines have bi . n running over 
six months without inti.rr iption.—Jr- 
kanaaw Truve.er

It was to him that Mr. Stevens 
made the remark so often quoted. 
When he was carrying the statesman

Mr. Chauncey has been in the em- 
ploy of the House ever sinwi, and Iiis 
chief duty is to see that the Republi- 
can memi>er8 are in their places when 
a vote is taken. 
The Democrats have 
a man by the name of Ike Hill for the 
same duty on their side of the hall, 
and these two know the haunts and 
habits of every member in the House. 
If a vote is to be taken at noonday or 
midnight, it is the duty of Chauncey 
and Hill to see that the members of 
their respective parties are present or

In each township in the state an enu- 
meration of the school children is taken 
annually and on a basis of the figures 
submitted to the state superintendent an 
apportionment of the school fund is 
made to the counties by the state. 


At times in the past the enumeration 
from tbis county has been criticised as 
excessive, and Superintendent George 
F. Feltz, gave the reports submitted to 
him some days ago, from this city, care- 
ful scrutiny, with a view to satisfying 
himself oa this point. 


His investigations lead him to suspect 
an excess in the count, brought about 
by the possibility of a double enumera- 
tion. 
He submitted the facts to the 
trustees of the city schools. 
They at 
once decided to order a new count for 
the purpose of verification and will em- 
ploy eighteen experienced men to prose 
cute the work. 


Bupt. Felts has submitted to the state 
attorney general a number of doubtful 
points for a legal interpretation and ex- 
pe(3ts a reply daily. 


The only harm that could result from 
an excessive enumeration is that the 
state would have to pay more money 
into the county school fund than the 
actual number of children called for. 


The number of children of school age 
in this city has been placed between 
fourteen and fifteen thousand.

IN THE FOG. 


Two Steamers Collide on the Ocean Md 
It Is Feared One of Them 
Has Been Lost. 


NOBFOMS, Va., May 7.—The British 
steamer Benisoii, Captain Aitkenhead, 
from Matanzas to Philadelphia, was 
towedg here to-day 
in distress, and 
reports a collision, yesterday afternoon, 
shortly after 12 o'clock, during a dense 
fog, with the steamer Eureka, Captain 
Qnick, from New York to New Orleans. 


When the fog lifted, about half an 
hour afterward, the Eureka was no- 
where in sight, and it is feared she has 
sunk. After the collision there was a 
sound of escaping steam, and one whis- 
tle. The Benison's bow is badly stove 
in, nnd she would have sunk but for her 
water tight compartments. 


The Eureka is a freight boat boat and 
carries no passengers. 
Her crew, all 
told, 
numt-ers 
thirty-eight 
persons. 
The collision occurred 168 miles south- 
east of Cape Henlopen, 
The Benison 
struck the Eureka amid-ships.

PROPOSITION TO CLL AN<JE T H E INIIF- 


ANA ( O N V I C T L A B O R 
SYSTEM. 
Representative Jacob Covert, who was 
appointed at the last session of the legib- 
lature as chairman of a committee with 
Messrs. Morse and Schley to devise 
plans by which the penal institutions of 
Indiana might be improved with a view, 
if possible, to utilising the convict labor 
without bringing it in competition with 
the free, legitimate labjr of the outside 
world, has been detailing his plans for 
isolating the penitentiary output and as 
they are to be submitted to the next 
legislature, his ideas are well worth con- 
sideration. 


After 
removing 
the prisons from 
their present sites to a central portion of 
the state, far from Ohioago and LouIh- 
ville inflnenoes, because, as he puts it, 
our officers 
have 
been tampered 
with and bribed in the interest of non- 
residents of the state and legislative 
committees feted and blinded into mak 
ing favorable reports." 


Then Mr. Covert would employ such 
of the oonvlots as were familiar with 
wood-work in thecoustrnction and man- 
ufacture of school furniture, and cuch 
other Supplik in that line as is con- 
sumed or used by the publio schools, or 
by the state and county officers, the 
same to be supplied to the several town- 
ship trusteea or oounty commissioners 
at a low nniform rate. This would com- 
pletely abut off all the avenues of job- 
bery with these offioials and thereby 
lessen the exodus to Canada, he says. 
When it is taken into oonsideration that 
we have 9,861 sehool buildings in the 
state, to.be annually replenished or 
completely fazniabed, it miul be ap- 


parent to everyone that a large amount 
would thus be saved to the tax-payers 
that would otherwise go to fatten the 
purses ol the contractors for other 
states for the furnishing of such sup- 
plies, and place a check upon the per- 
nicious habit of subsidizing the people's 
servants who are now delegated to make 
such purchases. 


Another department, he thinks, could 
be employed in the manufacture of such 
articles of clothing and furnishing sup- 
plies as are needed by the several inati- 
tutions—the reformatories for women 
girls and boys, the four insane hospitals 
and the county asylums, which annually 
consume a vast amount, purchased at 
extravagant prices as compared to those 
at which the state could furnish the same 
by the meuUB indicated. 


The largest portion of the convicts 
could bo used on the stockades ia quar 
rying and breaking stone ior road pur 
poses, and for concrete foundaUons for 
public bnildingH, 


The stone broken by the convicts 
should be furnished to the several coun 
ties of the state, or to city governments, 
at the cost of production. 
Each county 
should send in its requisition for as 
many oar loads as needed each year, di 
viding the amount pro rata among the 
different townships, according to the 
amount of road tax paid by each, and 
the same judiciouely applied would, in 
few years, give us pa-^sable good roads 
at all seaflous of the year, and in time 
our highways would be equal, if not su 
perior, lo those of any state in the 
union, and at a nominal cost to the 
couuties as compared to any other mode 
of improvement. 
In order to guaran 
tee its snccesH it might be necessary to 
repeal the present existing road laws 
and require, by enactment of a new law 
that road or poll-tax should be paid in 
cash, and not allow the option of work 
ing it out ou the roads, as at present 
And the matter of supervision should be 
placed in the hands of practical, compe- 
tout men, who would see that the im 
provements, however small, should bo 
substautial. 


Another means of employment for 
conviets, especially if the northern pris 
on muHt be maintained, would bo to use 
them in the ditching of swamp or waste 
lands in the northern portions of the 
state, of which there are thousands of 
aiires lying idle, and, of course, returning 
no revtiuue from taxation. 
A systematic 
course of ditching would soon bring the 
swamp lands into the market for farm 
ing purposes, from which a great annual 
revenue would derived from taxation 
The lands so improved could be n«soBsed 
by the state their proportion in accord 
anoe with the benefits which accrue by 
improvement. 


Mr. Covert's proposition to make the 
convicts Hup{)iy and maintain, as far 
practioiilt)Ie, the institution of the state 
are entirely tenable, and likely to meet 
with favor, if the (juostion comes up for 
ooiiHideration. 
Tlie idea ol improving 
tho highways of the state, while 
a worthy one, in not likely to receive 
approval, i)nt does suggest to the conn 
ty cornmiKsiouors of tho state, especially 
in cities, a means of improving the pub 
lie roadjs through their jail service.

WHEBE TO BE BOBH. 


Last erening Rev. S. A. ^Northrop, 
the pastor of the First Baptist chnrcdi, 
commenced a series of eight sermons to 
young men on "The Causes and Condi- 
tions of Suooess ha Life," which he 
proposes continuing daring the coming 
summer Sunday evenings. 
The sub- 
cot of his opening sermon last evening 
was, "The Cradle, or Where to be 
Born." 
It was one fall of interest and 
profit to the young and the old, and 
every seat in the auditorium was oc- 
cupied to hear the popular and eloquent 
divine. 


His introductory sermon was a master- 
ly effort. 
The cradle of the suocessful 
busiaess or professional man, the speaker 
thought, should be in the country. The 
rural districts seemed to offer better op- 
portunities for the formation of character 
than the city and statistics showed that 
the great majority of our prominent 
men 
in 
commercial, 
professional 
and political life 
were 
bom either 
on the farm or in the small hamlets and 
villages of the ooxmtry. 
Eighty-seven 
per cent of the business and professioaal 
men of this city, he said, spent their 
childhood days in the country, and came 
to the city after the foundations for a 
Bucceasful after career had been laid. 


He did not believe that tbe city-bred 
youth was debarred from attaining suc- 
cess in life or rising to positions of great- 
ness in the world, but their childhood 
days were surrounded with influences 
and temptations that prevented thom 
from forming that sturdy character and 
true manhood that was essential to suc- 
I, and they either fell victims to the 
monster vices of the world, or had their 
energies impaired or abilities dwarfed 
by contact with it. 


It was the country lad who had filled 
the presidential chair of the nation, 
and in all the list not a single one has 
been born in a large city. 
To-day the 
majority of the distinguished statesmen 
in the country, the brilliant writers, the 
great orators, and the successfid busi- 
ness and professional men trace their 
birth-place to a rural homa 
This is the 
cradle of the men who rule the destinies 
of the nation and it will continue to be 
as long as time shall last, unless the 
young man who is born in the oity has 
the fortitude and the Christian character 
to successfully fight the obstuoles and 
the temptations that beset his pathway. 


Rev. D. S. Kennedy, the pastor of the 
Third Presbyterian 
cnurch, led the 
afternoon services yesterday 
at 
the 
rooms of the Yoang Men's Christian As- 
sociation and delivered a talk that was 
attentively listened to by the large nam 
her of men present. 
He took the text 
Lord What Wilt Thou Have Me to 
Do," as the foundation of his remarks 
and urged his hearers to an earnest, per- 
sonal Christian work. 
Every follower of 
Christ, he Raid, shoaM after prayerful 
consideration choose his ^-ork in the 
vineyard of the Lord and proH^oate It 
with earnestness. 
His talk, an eloquent 
and practical one, was calculated to 
arouse new interest in the Y. M. C. A. 
work. 


Rev. J. M. Fulton, the pastor of the 
Second Presbyterian church, delivered 
an interesting and instructive sermon to 
the children yesterday morning.
